Hoover has not yet come to any 
final decisions, there is a search­ 
ing for information as to the for­ 
mula or type he will adopt in se­ 
lecting his advisers. 
This 
has 
been emphasised perhaps more in 
the gossip about the possibility of 
naming Henry P. Fletcher as sec­ 
retary of 8tate. 
Does Mr. Hoover 
intend to have about him merely 
“advisers” or does he intend to 
surround himself with men who 
will assume and carry 
the 
full 
responsibility of 
their 
depart­ 
ments? 
Mr. Fletcher is a trained 
diplomat and has been accustom­ 
ed to taking orders from super­ 
iors. 
His selection would be po­ 
pular in the 
diplomatic 
service 
but it would mean that the Wil- 
son-Lansing arrangement 
would 
probably be followed, namely that 
the president would be his own 
secretary of state. 
If such a situ­ 
ation is developed in one port­ 
folio it might be true with respect 
to others. 
Indeed, 
the 
gossip 
about the possibility that Secre­ 
tary Mellon might not be appoint­ 
ed turns entirely on the sugges­ 
tion that Mr. Hoover would like 
to express his own ideas with res­ 
pect to government finances and 
that in Mr. Mellon he woald en­ 
counter opposition. 
Home Possibilities. 
The foregoing is not in accord 
with the information obtained be­ 
fore Mr. 
Hoover 
was 
elected. 
There was, for example, a confer­ 
ence between the then candidate 
for the presidency and a promin­ 
ent New Yorker who asked Mr. 
Hoover point-blank whether, 
if 
elected, he would pick Mr. Melon 
for secretary of the treasury. The 
answer given was that Mr. Hoover 
would select “some one of Mr. 
Mellon’* type lf 
he were 
avail­ 
able.“ 
The candidate 
naturally 
did not wish to

promises before election but the 
callers left with the definite im 
pression that Mr. Mellon would 
be selected.

Fifty- 
two students, 
members 
of 
the 
Physics Class of St. Joseph’s high 
school, visited our local weather 
bureau during the past week.

Harvey Spindler, who is in charge 
of the station, explained to them 
In a most clear, interesting and 
painstaking manner the various 
devices and instruments used in 
recording 
and 
forecasting

weather conditions. At first sight 
the intricate appearances of the

alarmed 
the students and the names more 
than startled them but after the 
explanations given by Mr. Spindler 
these same devices 
meant

more to the pupils than mere min­ 
iature plates printed on the pages 
of their textbooks. 
The meteor- 
graph, barograph 
and

graph by which a constant record 
of practically every climatic con 
ditlon possible, proved most inter­ 
esting. By means of these Instru­ 
ments the direction and velocity 
of the wind at every minute, the

BACK AT HOME 


Escanaban Spent Sum­ 
mer on Tour of Euro­ 
pean Countries 


Peter 
Olson, 
1109 
Ludington 
afreet, retired m erchant and tailor 
of this city, 
returned 
re c e n tly 
from an extended tour of Europe. 
Mr. Olson was born in Sweden and 
cam e to this city when a young 
man. 
I>ast Hemmer he made a trip 
to his former home which he had 
not visited for 
more 
than forty 
years. 
Mr. Olson sailed from New 
York August l l aboard the steam ­ 
er Gripsolm of the Swedish-Ameri- 
can line, and arrived at Gutenberg, 
Sweden, eleven 
days later. 
R e­ 
turning to this country Mr. Olson 
sailed aboard the English steam er 
Mauritania and 
made 
the 
trip 
across the ocean in five and a half 
da >*6 . 
Mr. Olson visited 
for 
several 
weeks with his two sisters, Mrs. 
C hristina Johnanson and Mrs. Si- 
guard Vicen a t O ssersund, after 
which he took an auto trip to vari­ 
ous points in Sweden. 
He visited 
th e Husaby church which w as built 
in the year 900 and also visited the 
church in w hich he was confirmed. 
This church is TOO years old and 
stands close to th e new church re­ 
cently built. 
An adm ission fee of 
fifty cents is charged visitors. This 
money is used to pay the caretak­ 
ers and for the upkeep of the old 
church. 
W hen Mr. Olson left his native 
tow n the population 
was 
about 
6,000. 
Us now m ore than 20.000, 
and many m odern and up-to-date 
buildings have 
been 
built. 
The 
streets are kept unusually clean. 
They are ewept daily and the side­ 
w alks are sw ept each m orning by 
city employes. 
The buildings a re 
uniform in height and a five-story 
building is seldom ceen along the 
business thoroughfares. 
Mr. Olson says th a t A m erican au ­ 
tom obiles are being used extensive­ 
ly in Sweden. 
One factory in G ut­ 
enberg m akes an exceptionally fine 
ca r but the dem and is so great th a t 
th e firm can not m ake them fast 
enough, therefore, th e price is very 
high. 
Mr. Olson aleo visited Paris and 
th e battlefields of the World war, 
th e 
cem eteries. 
Flanders, 
the 
trenches, the villages and cities 
which were ruined. 
Some of these 
have been rebuilt since 1918 and 
others still are in ruins. Mr. Olson 
ascended quite a distance up th e 
Eifel Tower which is now con­ 
dem ned, but he obtained a view 
of P aris from the tower. 
He spent a few days in Cheers- 
burg, Tronjeean, Norway, Copen­ 
hagen. Oslau. Fretlburg, then going 
by rail to Berlin w hen he spent 
one week, la ter going to H am burg 
w here he em barked for home. 
Mr. Olson stated th a t the trip 
was well w orth th e 
tim e 
and 
money and th a t he enjoyed every 
day of it, but he was glad to re ­ 
turn to Escanaba, which has been 
his home for half a century.

U. P. Airways Shouldered 
Burden in Promotion 
of Flying

“Escanaba— the cradle of 
per peninsula aviation.” 
No one will dispute this city’s 
claim to such distinction for there 
w as no semblance of real interest 
In the possibilities of air trans­ 
portation in upper Michigan until 
the U. P. Airways, Inc., 
estab­ 
lished the first modern 
landing 
field and flying school here. 
That was only nine months ago, 
but in that brief period those far­ 
sighted apostles of aviation have 
flown 12,000 miles in their Swal­ 
low bi-plane to spread their gos­ 
pel to all these 15 northern coun­ 
ties. 
And it was not long before 
the other cities saw 
the 
light. 
Menominee, 
Iron 
Mountain, 
Blanev, M anistique. 
Sault 
Ste. 
Marie, Crystal 
Falls, 
Hancock, 
M arquette, Ishpeming and Munis­ 
ing already have provided land­ 
ing fields, and other com m unities 
are hastily taking steps to keep 
abreast with the times. 
Early Interest Here. 
Even before this year, what in­ 
terest there was in aviation on 
the peninsula appeared to have 
been concentrated 
at Escanaba. 
During the world war. the army 
and navy trained hundreds of pil­ 
ots. 
W ith the cessation of hostil­ 
ities, the government had many 
obsolete planes and motors 
for 
disposition and these were pur­ 
chased by many flyers, who went 
in for barnstorming 
to 
various 
parts of the country. 
Some of the 
barnstroming flyers, who picked 
up considerable change about Es- 
CnXanaba In taking up curious per­ 
sons on their first airplane ride, 
were Ernie Berg, well known vet- 
eran pilot now located 
at 
Iron 
M ountain. Lieutenant Warrander, 
form erly of the 
British 
Flying 
corp*, and "Babe" Kalishek. one 
of the first women to pioneer in 
the field of stunt flying. 
About four years 
ago. W alter 
Aration of this city completed his 
training In Hying at Brooks Field, 
Texan, and came to Escanaba with 
a "Canuck” plane.

end of it would only reach the ex­ 
tent of providing

at 
Chicago and Detroit,

the possibilities of upper penin­ 
sula aviation as a business pro­ 
position. 
W escoat visualised the eventual 
establishm ent of 
air 
mall 
and 
commercial transport 
lines 
to 
bring the upper peninsula closer 
to lower Michigan and other parts 
of the country. There were many 


who doubted the wisdom of the 
scheme, but it was not long be­ 
fore they were convinced that it 
was not an idle dream. 
The fact that the United States 
postal department authorized the 
establishm ent of an 
air 
mail 
route from M ilwaukee to Green 
Bay, serving the Fox River valley 
country, indicates that this type 
of service for the upper peninsula 
is not far distant. 
Airplane taxi 
service over great distances has 
already arrived, although the de­ 
mand for this mode of transporta­ 
tion has not reached the propor­ 
tions that would warrant its op- 
peration on 
regular 
schedules. 


Governor Fred W. Green and his 
party came in an airplane from 
Detroit to attend the first U. P. 
state fair here in September, and 
only a few days ago a party of 
hunters came up from Owosso to 
Blaney via the air route. 
The U. 
P. Airways, Inc., has transported 
a large number of passengers to 
all points on the peninsula, and 
anticipates an increased demand 
for this service next summer. 
Builds Field in March. 
Endowed with unwavering en­ 
thusiasm , initiative and a faculty 
for organization. 
Mr. 
W escoat 
had little or no difficulty in inter­ 
esting other citizens 
in his ven­ 


ture, and in March 
the 
Upper 
Peninsula Airways com pany was 
formed for the purpose of creating 
a landing field, flying school and 
commercial 
transport 
organiza­ 
tion. 
The com pany asqUired 73 
acres of land from the I. Steph­ 
enson company near the county 
poor farm at W ells, situated at 
the junction of the Groos road 
and the proposed route of H igh­ 
way US-2 and 41. 
Many stumps, knolls and holes 
marred the site of upper peninsu­ 
la's first air field, but it wa* not 
long before a crew of men with 
tractors and team s had leveled it 
off to a smooth 
surface. 
The 
landing field 
proper 
m easures 
3 0 5 0 feet, north and south, which 
is the direction of m ost 
of 
the 
winds in this region, and the east- 
west distance is 717 feet, which is 
of sufficient expanse for the safe 
landing of ordinary cabin ships. 
A Swallow bi-plane, powered by 
a Curtis OX-5 motor,

Ryan Plane Ordered. 
Mr. W escoat announced yester­ 
day that the company had placed 
an order for a five-passenger Ry­ 
an cabin m onoplane, sim ilar to 
the one brought up to Escanaba 
a few weeks ago by the M idwest 
Aircraft company of M ilwaukee. 
This machine, except for the cab­ 
in design, is sim ilar to that used 
by Col. Charles Lindbergh on his 
epochal flight across the A tlantic.

Is an experienced airplane design­ 


er and builder, having served his 
apprenticeship in the Lockheed-

The monoplane 
is about completed except for the 
installation of the m otor and the 
assembling of the

The wings are covered with three- 
ply mahogany veneer instead of 
the familiar linen fabric covering, 
and the fuselage shell is of dura­ 
luminum. 
Incorporated October 2. 
The U. P. Airways, Inc., was in­ 
corporated under the laws of the 
state of Michigan on October 2 at 
a capitalization o f $30,000.

Stephenson Dock Proposal Recalls 
Days When Escanaba Was Busy Port 


Announcement of plans to re­ 
bind the old, abandoned Stephen­ 
son dock, which would make it pos­ 
sible for the larger lake passenger 
and freight boats to again make 
stops here, brings back memories 
of those stirring, early days when 
the Escanaba harbor was a verit­ 
able “tamarack flwamp," so many 
were the masts of vessels lying 
huddled together at anchor, await­ 
in g a chance to unload their car- 
goes 
Born with the construction of the 
ore docks by the Chicago & North 
W estern railway, it was natural 
th at Escanaba should owe much of 
Its development in the early days 
to 
boat transportation. 
M u c h 
freight was received by Escanaba 
merchants from the freight and 
passenger boats which operated be­ 
tween this port and Green Bay, 
Milwaukee, Chicago, Buffalo, and 
other cities on the eastern end of 
the lakes. 
69 Boats in Day. 
Vessels, like the railway cars and 
locomotives, were not so large then 
as now, and consequently a larger 
.number were in service in order to 
meet the demands of heavy traffic 
in this booming 
north 
country. 
Back in 1870, the steam er Fred 
Kelly, converted from a large sail­ 
ing vessel, steamed out of tho local 
harbor with a cargo of 1600 tons 
of Iron ore, setting a new record 
by which it earned the title of the 
“W hale of the Great Lakes.” Com­ 
pared with the ore carriers of to­ 
day th at haul as much as 12,000 
tons, the Fred Kelly as a mere 
pygmy. 
Som e of the old-timers declare 
th ey h ave counted as many as 69 
fillips 
ly in g 
in 
th e 
local harbor, 
e ith er d ocked or a w a itin g to pull 
up to 
e ith er th e N orth 
W estern 
ore 
d ock s, 
M erch ants dock, coal 
dock, S tep h en so n dock or the lum­ 
ber d ock w h ich o n ce was located 
at th e end o f Sand P oin t. 
First Dock in 1863. 
The first dock built in Escanaba 
was the Merchants dock, at the 
foot of North Third and Fourth 
street near the present general of­ 
fices of the Chicago & North W est­ 
ern railway. 
It was constructed 
by the Chicago & North Western 
railway for the purpose of receiv­ 
ing iron and other materials by 
boat for the building of its road 
between Escanaba and Negaunee. 
In the summer of 
1863, a 
pile- 
driver was sent here and work 
commenced on the M erchants dock,

and it was completed within a few 
weeks. 
Work was then started on the 
first ore dock, but because of the 
disadvantages of working in a new 
country a long distance from the 
sourcee of construction m aterials, 
the structure was not completed 
until the following year. 
The sec­ 
ond ore dock was completed in 
1873, and the third In 1880. 
All 
three docks went into disuse, and 
now only a few pilings of the once 
enormous structures can be seen 
above the surface of the water, 
within five hundred feet from the 
Chicago & North W estern's offices, 
North Fifth street. 
Oliver Built Dock. 
The Stephenson dock was built 
in 1873 by the late J. F. Oliver, 
pioneer citizen who conducted a 
wholesale and retail grain and feed 
business and waB interested in 
real estate and many other busi­ 
ness enterprises in the city. About 
five years later, the property was 
acquired by the N, Ludington Lum 
ber company, and when this con­ 
cern became known as the I. Ste­ 
phenson company the dock alco 
took that name. 
In 1922, the city 
of Escanaba purchased a strip of 
land along the north shore from 
the I. Stephenson company and in­ 
cidentally also acquired the dock, 
which by this tim e had become 
badly in need of re-conditioning. 
Heavy ice floes had caused some 
damage to the dock, and as 
measure 
of 
preventing 
further 
wreckage the pilings were sawed 
off to near the surface of the water 
First Passenger Boats. 
With the completion of the Mer­ 
chants dock in 1863, the first pas­ 
senger-freight boats to operate on 
regular schedule 
between 
Green 
Bay and Escanaba were the Swan 
and Sarah Van Epps, and a short 
time later, the Union, commanded 
by Capt. Taylor, commenced mak­ 
ing regular trips between the same 
points. 
Upon the completion, In 1864, of 
the Chicago & North W estern rail­ 
way between Escanaba and Negau­ 
nee, the steam ers 
Saginaw, 
in 


escort, the Dunlap, with Capt. Tay­ 
lor, made trips on alternate days 
between Green Bay and Escanaba, 
carrying the mails and the passen­ 
gers of the company, meeting the 
through trains from Chicago and 
tho north. 
They supplied the traveling pub­ 
lic during tho season of navigation, 
until the gap was closed between 
Ford Howard and 
Escanaba 
in 
1867. 
During tho winter a line of 
stages was maintained after the 
building of the highway between 
Green Bay and Escanaba. 
After 
the ice had frozen to a proper 
thickness in tho waters of Green 
bay to insure safety, trips were 
also made over this natural road 
way. 
Local Navigation Company. 
Tho Stephenson dock was the 
scene of bustling activity during 
the nineties and aft late as 1912 
with boats of the Goodrich, Hart, 
Hawley and other lake steam ship 
lines stopping here regularly. The 
demand for this type of transpor­ 
tation also resulted in the found­ 
ing of a local navigation company, 
known as the Escanaba Transpor­ 
tation company, 
which 
operated 
the Ijotus, Maywood and tho City 
of Sturgeon Bay. 
Tho Lotus was built a t Manito­ 
woc, coming out of the ehipyards 
on September 15, 1893, and was 
placed into passenger and freight 
service 
between 
Escanaba 
and 
Gladstone. 
Dan Norton was the 
captain. 
When the street car line 
was established between the two 
pities, there was no further need 
for this service and the Lotus wae 
sold to the Murray Transportation 
company. 
It was operated for a 
number, of years between St. Ig­ 
nace, Mackinaw Island and "The 
Snows.’’ 
The Maywood, a steel boat which 
was used on many excursion trips 
to Fayette, 
Green Bay, 
Sturgeon 
Bay and other lake ports, was pur- 
chaeed by the Escanaba Transpor­ 
tation company in July, 1905. 
It 
was in charge of Capt. Charles Mc­ 
Cauley, well-known lakes captain. 
The Maywood was the first steel 


yards, and was as fine a ship as 
sailed the lakes In those early uays. 
In 1912, it waa sold to the Hill 
Steamboat company of Kenosha, 
and during the W orld w ar It was 
acquired by the French govern­ 
ment. 
The Maywood was re-con­ 
ditioned at New York, new boilers 
installed and other changes made, 
and was used as a mine sweeper 
along the French coast. 
Lake Shipping Declines. 
The decline of water transporta­ 
tion in Escanaba is attributed to 
a number of reasons. 
Federal leg 
islation, sponsored by the late Sen­ 
ator LaFollette of Wisconsin, pro­ 
hibited railway 
companies 
from 
operating 
their 
own 
steam ship 
linos. 
Stripped of this branch of 
transportation, the railway com­ 
panies naturally concentrated their 
efforts upon improving their ser­ 
vice in competition with steam ­ 
ship companies, with 
the 
result 
that lake shipping suffered. 
The 
evolution of a new system of mer­ 
chandising. requiring quick deliv­ 
eries of goods to keep abreast with 
the rapidly changing styles, also 
worked a hardship on the boat 
lines to tho benefit of the railway 
companies. 
In the olden days, Es­ 
canaba merchante 
ordered 
largo 
stocks of goods for delivery by 
boat from four to six months later. 
But in these days of quick turn­ 
overs and small Inventories, the 
storekeeper orders on a “hand-to- 
mouth” scale, demanding deliver­ 
ies within a week or less. 
Still Need for Dock. 
There are some articles such as 
hardware, cement and other sta 


changes in modern merchandising 
methods, that can be shipped by 
water to effect great savings in 
freight charges to the ultim ate ben­ 
efit of the consumer. 
Also with 
this upper peninsula growing by 
leaps and bounds as a sum m er re­ 
sort country, there are many vaca­ 
tionists from the cities who will 
be induced to take a lake trip to 
Escanaba, it is certain. 
The Goodrich

With this assurance, the Escanaba 
Chamber of Commerce has started 
a movement for tho rebuilding of 
Stephenson dock, and at the pres­ 
ent time plans are being drawn 
In the city engineer’s office.
